Overtures made, towards a Comprehenſiun of the 
moderate Diſſenters, the Church of England, 


This Mr. Henry moſt earneſtly deſired, if it could 
be bad upon any Terms leſs than ſinning againſt his 


Conſcience ;. for. never was any more averſe to that 
which looked like a Separation than he was, if he 
could poſſibly bave helped it. His prayers were con- 


ſtant, and his endeavours as he had opportunity, 
that there might be ſome healing Methods found 
out and agreed upon. But it is well known, what 
was the Cry of the Clergy at that time, viz, That 
| foraſmuch as the Oaths, Subſcriptions, and Cere- 


monies 
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monies were impoſed only to keep out ſuch Men, 


they would never conſent to their Removal, to let 
them in again. Nolumus Leges Angliæ mutari, was a 
ſaying perverted to this Purpoſe : and the fixed Prin- 
ciple was, Better a Schiſm without the Church, than 
2 Faction within it, &c. This was at that time 
publiſhed and owned, as the Senſe of the Clergy in 

Convocation. This Temper and Reſolve, ſo con- 
trary to what might have been expected, upon that 
happy and glorious Revolution, did a little alter his 


dentiments in that matter; and he ſaw himſelf 
perfectly driven from them. Deſpairing therefore to 
ſee an Accommodation, he ſet himſelf the more vi g- 
rouſly to improve the preſent Liberty. In June 1689, 


the Act of Indulgence paſſed, which not only tolera- 


ted but allowed Diſſenters Meetings, and took them 


under the Protection of the Government. 


Soon after which, as the Miniſters that preach+ EEE 
ed at Ihitewell- Chappel, were uncertain in their 
coming, which. kept his Meeting at Broad. Oat at 
like uncertainties, to the frequent diſappointment, of 


many of his Hearers that came from far; he was at 
lat prevailed with to preach at publick-time. every; 
Lord day: this he continued to do while he lived, 


much to his own ſatisfaction, and the ſatisfaction 


of his F. riends; ; yet he never in the leaſt changed 


his Judgment, as to the Lawfulneſs of Joining in, 


the Common-Prayer, but was ſtill ready to do it oc- 


caſionally.

1. As to his conſtant Sabbath-Work, he” n 
uniform, and abundant in it- He began his Mor- 
ning-Family-Worſhip on the Lord's. days, at eight 
O'Clock, when he read and expounded pretty large- 
Y ſung a Pſalm and prayed ; and many ſtrove to 
come time enough to Join with him in that Ser- 
vice.

| firength, and from Duty to Duty, on Sabbath days; 
running the ways of God's Commandments with 
an enlarged Heart, The Variety and Vivacity of his 
publick Services, made them exceeding pleaſant to 
all that joined with him, who never had cauſe to 
amp lain of his being tedious. He uſed. to ſay, 

every Minute of Sabbath time is precious, and none f 
a to. be 4%; and that he ſcarce thought the Lord's 
day well ſpent, if he were not weary in Body at 
Night; wwearied with bis Work, but not weary of 
it, as he uſed to diſtinguiſh. He would ſay ſome- ' | 
times to thoſe about him, when he had gone 
through the Duties of a Sabbath, Well, if tbis be | 
not the way to Heaven, I do not know what it. In 
preſſing People to number their Days, he W onuld 
eſpecially: exhott them to number their Sabbath 
days, how many they haye mn 
been ſpent; how few may remain, that they may ibe 
ſpent better; and to help in the Account he weuld 
ſay, that for' every twenty.

he could coat in his Preaching ; that is, he 
Ioadd not; as knowing that where the eee 
and Expreſſion is ſtiff, forced, and-fne, as ſome 
call it, it doth not reach the greateſt; part of the 
Hearers.

| might now take a greater liberty to talk in the Pul- 
pit; that is, to ſpeak familiarly to the People; yet 
to the laſt he abated not in his Preparations, nor 
ever delivered any thing raw and undigeſted; much 
Jeſs any thing unbecoming the Gravity and Seriouſ- 
neſs of the Work. If his Preaching was talking, 
it was talking to the Purpoſe. His Sermons were not 
Common-Place, but even, when his Subjects were 
the mot plain and trite, his Management of them 
Was uſually peculiar and furprining. In thoſe Years 
| ws. formerly, he kept for the moſt part in a method 

ot Subjects, and was very ſeldom above one Sab- 


bath upon a Text. His conſtant Practiſe was, as it 


Had been before, when he coneluded a Subject, to 
ſpend one Sabbath in a brief Rehearſal of the Sub- 
ance of the many Sermons he had preached upon 
it; which he called the clenching of the Nail, that 
It might be as a Nail in a ſure place. So very in- 
Auſtrious was he, and no leſs ingenious in his en- 
deavours, that his Hearers might be able, after bis 
"Deceaſe, to have theſe things always in remembrance, 
Het. . T5. and, by the Bleſſing of God, the ef- 
fect did nat altogether diſappoint his Expectation. 


I the latter Years of his Miniſtry, he often con- 


nee the Heads of his e to begin with the 
3 ſame 
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ſime Letter, vr rather two and two of a Letter; but 
be did not at all ſeem to affect or ſoree it; only if 
ä it fell in naturally and eaſily, he thought it a good 
| help to Memory, and of uſe, eſpecially to the 
younger fort. And he would ſay, the chief reaſon 
why he did it, was, becauſe tis frequently obſerved 
in the Scripture, particularly the Book of Pſalms: 
and though it be not a faſhionable Ornament of 
Diſcourſe, if it be a Scripture-Ornament, that is 
ſufficient to recommend it, at leaſt to juſtify it a- 
gainſt the imputation of Childiſhneſs. But the Ex- 
cellency of his Sermons, lay chiefly in the Enlarge- 
ments, which were always very ſolid, grave and 
judicious; but in expreſſing and marſhalling his 9 
Heads, he often condeſeended below his own Judg-HE 
ment, to help his Hearers Memory. He made ſhort 1 
Memorandums of ſome of his Subjects (when he had 
finiſhed them) in Verſe, a Diſtich or two of each 
Sabbath's work; and gave them in writing to the 
young ones of his Congregation, many of whom 
wrote them, learned them, and profited by them.

The occa- 
ſion was this; one of the Pariſh-Miniſters preach- | 
ing at ·Mhitetueli- Chappel, Mr. Henry, his Family, 
and many of his: Friends: being preſent, was ear- 
neſtly cautioning People not to go to Conventicles, 

and uſed this as an Argument againſt it, That they 
deore baptized into the Church of England. Mr. Hen- 
vy's catholick Charity could not digeſt this mono- 
polizing of the great Ordinance of Baptiſm, and 
 *hovught it time to bear his Teſtimony againſt ſuch 
narrow Principles, which he ever exprefled his Diſ- 
like of in all Parties and Perſuaſions. He therefore 
took the next Opportunity that offered itſelf, pub- 
lickly to baptize a Child, and deſired the Congre- 
gation to bear witneſs, That be did not baptize that 
Child into the Church of England, nor into the Church 
Scotland, nor into the Church of the Diſſenters, nor 
into the Church at Broad-Oak, but into the viſible ca- 
Atzbolict Church of Jeſus Chriſt. Aſtet this he baptized 
very many, and always publickly; tho many of 
them were brought from a conſidetable Diſtance. 
He not only judged the publick Adminiſtration of 
Baptiſm moſt agreeable to the Nature and End 
of the Ordinance, but found it very profitable and 
edifying to the Congregation; for he always took 
that occaſion, both to explain the nature of the Or- 
dinance, and affectionately to excite People duly to 
improve their Baptiſm. - He uſually. received the

He conſtantly celebrated the Lords Supper 10 1

tion for that Ordinance, than the weekly Lec- 
tures; nor ever appropriate any particular Subject 
of his Preaching to Sacrament- days, having a great 
Felicity in adapting any profitable Subject to ſuch; an 
occaſion: and he would ſay, What did the Primitive 
Chriſtians do, when they celebrated the Lord's Sup- | 
per every Lord's-Day ?

Supper, he firſt diſcourſed with concerning their 
Fpiritual- Stare; and how the Caſe ſtood between 
God and their Souls, not only to examine them, 
but to inſtruct, reach, and encourage them, as he 
fa dccaſion; gently leading thaſe whom he diſ- 
erned to be ſerious, though weak” and timorous. 
He uſually diſcourſed with them more than once, as 
finding Precept upon Precept, and Line upon Line 
meceſlary: but he did it with ſo much Mildneſs, Hu · 
mfty, Tenderneſs, and Endeavour to make the 
5 Beſt of every one, as greatly affected and won upon 
many. He was herein Hke our great Maſter, who 
ran have compaſſion-on the i 1gnorant, and doth not td f- 


Pie the Day of ſmall things. 
But his admiſſion of young — out of the 


ran of Cutechumens into that of Communicants, had a 


peculiar Solemnity in it. When ſuch as he catechi- 
ved grew up to Years of diſcretion, if he obſerved 
85 wem to be intelligent and ſerious, he marked them 
out th'be admitted to the Lord's- Supper. When he 
had Ja competent number of ſuch, twelve or fifteen 
perhaps ot more; he ordered each of them to come 
1 him ſeverally, and diſcourſed with them of the 
things belonging to their everlaſting Peace; put it to 


Their choice whom _ would ſerve; and endea- 
voured 
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voured to en them with thoſe things with which 
by their Catechiſm they had been made acquainted; 


drawing them with the Cords of Love intothe way, 


which is called Ho. For ſeveral Lord's - days he 
catechized them, particularly in Publick concerning 
the Lord's Supper, the Duty of Preparation for it; 


and their Baptiſmal Covenant, which in that Ordi- 


nance they were to take upon themſelves, and to 
make their own Act and Deed. He often told them 
upon ſuch occaſions, that they were not to oblige 


themſelves to more than they were already obliged 


to by their Baptiſm, only to bind themſelves faſter 
to it. Then he appointed a Day in the Week be- 
fore the Ordinance; when in a ſolemn Aſſembly on 


T purpoſe, he prayed for them, and preached a Sermon 


to them, proper to their Age and Circumſtances; 
and ſo the following Sabbath they were all received 
together to the Lord's Supper. This he looked up- 
on as the right Confirmation, or Tranfition into the 


State of adult Church -· memberſhip. The more ſo- 
lemn our covenanting with God is, the more deep 
and more durable the Impreſſions are likely to be. 


He hath recorded in his Diary, upon one of | theſe 
occaſions, as his Heart's defire and prayer for thoſe

How- 
ever, I ſee not but the end was effectually attained 
by the methods he took, though there wanted the 
formality of Qfeert and Church- Meetings, for the 
puxpoſe. If he beard of any that walked diſorderly, 
he ſent for them, and reproved them, gently or 
Marply, as he ſaw the Caſe required. If the Sin was 
publick and groſs he ſuſpended them from the Or- 
dinance of the Lord's Supper, till they gave ſome 
Tokens of their Repentance and Reformation. 
And his Judgment was, that ſome publick Satis- 
faction ſhould be made to the Congregation, before 
Re · admiſſion. But whatever Offence or Breaches 
of chriſtian Peace happened, Mr. Henry's peculiar 
Excellency lay in teſtoring with the Spirit of meek- 
neſs; which, with his great Prudence, Love, and 
Condeſcenſion, ſo much commanded the Reſpecis 
of his People, and won upon them, that there was 
univerſal Satisfaction in all his Management; and 
it may truly be ſaid of him, as of David, 2 Sam. 
iii. 36. That whatſoever he did pleaſed all the People. 
This is an Inſtance and Evidence, that thoſe Mini- 
ſters who will rule by Love and Meekneſs, need no 
other Laws or Canons to rule by, than ihoſe of the 
holy nee Hero in are right en Job 
Vi. 25. 2; 51 | 
4. He was ow V ric and on in obſerving 
"the Publick Faſts ee by: Abt, and called 
7 , | 
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them a delight. He had ſeldom any one to aſſiſt 
him in carrying. on the Duties of thoſe Days. He 
began about nine o' Cloek, and never left the-Pul- 
pit till about four in the Afternoon, ſpending all 
that time in praying, expounding, ſinging, and 
preaching, to the admiration of all that heard 
him, who were generally more on ſuch Days than 
uſual. And he was ſometimes obſerved, to be more 
warm and lively towards the latter end of the Du- 
ties of a Feſi day, than at the beginning; as if the 
Spirit were moſt willing and enlarged, when the 
Fleſh was moſt weak. In all his Performances on 
public Faſt- days; he attended to what was the 
proper work of the Day. His Prayers and Pleadings 
with: God on thoſe Days, were eſpecially for Nati- 
onal Mercies, and the pardon of National Sins. How 
excellently did he order the Cauſe before God, and 
fill his Mouth with Arguments, in bis large and 
particular Interceſſions for the Land, for the King, 
the Government, the Army, the Navy, the Church, 
the French Proteſtants, &c. Before à Faſt-day he 
would be more than ordinarily inquiſitive coneer- 
ning the State of publick Affairs, as Nebemiah was, 
Neh. i. 2. that he might know the better how to 
order his prayers and preaching: for on ſuch a Day, 
he hath ſometimes ſaid, as good ſay nothing, as nothing 
to the purpoſe. He made it his Buſineſs on Faſt- days, 
to ſhew People their Tranſgreſſions, eſpecially the 
Houſe of Jacob their Sins.

165 Do not err, my beloved Breibren; patti- 
cularly from divers other Scriptures he ſhewed, that 
we maſt not err concerning God and Chriſt, and the 
Spirit ; concerning Sin and Repentance, Faith and 
Good Mors; concerning God's Ordinances; con- 
cerning Grace and Peace, and Affiftions and Profe 
perity, and the things of the Life to come. At the 
monthly Lectures at his own Houſe, he choſe to 
preach upon the ſour laſt things Death and Judg- 
ment, Heaven and Hell, in many particulars; but 
commonly a new Text for every Sermon. When 
he had in many Sermons finiſhed the firſt of the 
four, one that uſed to hear him fometimes, en-
